—Paul Kruger, ot as he is more fami- 
liarly called “Uncle Paul,” is one of the 
original “trekkers” who established the 
Transvaal Ropablic. His deep religious 
feeling, natural ability, proat courage, 
and true genius made him even in early 
life an object of boxiour to his fellow- 


S doppars. “The wars with the surround- 


rich in cattle and Jand, In every respect . 


a natural orator, and gifted with trne 
poetic gouius, he often ascended the 
pulpit, when his scrmons were much 
cadmired, Ho has long been a member 
oftho Volksraad or Parliament, and 
also of its executive, and also comman- 
der-in-chief£, In 1877 he was nomina- 
ted for the Prosideney, and in tho same 
year, shortly before the annexation of 
the ‘Transvaal, the Volksraad ap- 
pointed him vice-president.. The 
day before the annexation he was 
appointed a momber ‘of the com- 
mission. which proceeded to Europe 


- to protest against that event, and two 


years Inter was again a member of a 
similar commission. Before 1877 he 
had not been to Europe, nor had he 
oven visited Cape Town, but subsequent- 
ly twice visited Europe and Holland.

{FRoM OUR SPECIAL cORRESPONDENT.]

| gubjoct of Education in Macao, I dwelt on 


vantages of establishing a Government 
Lyeeum here, viz., the impracticability of 
creating a corporation of swvants, by send 
ing ‘young men to the higher studies in 
Portugal, and the sad results already ob- 
taincd from thé experiment tried by the 
Macao.Lyceum of 1870. Now, Lam going 
to argue @ priori, fora while The object 
of the Lyceum is to give a thorough pre- 
paratory course of instruction, on oficial 


to enable the candidate for higher studies, 
to enter the University. It isevident that 
such an institution is indispenseble in 
countries where high mental culture, a 
degree at the University, and even a lite- 
rary Snediocrity is the gate to success in 
tho various walks ‘of life. But os a mat- 
ter of fact even in Portugal, there is a de- 
cided” opposition to Lyceum training. 


children educated at private schools and 
colleges, because there they are sure of 
successful results. Of course, they have 
to pass & government examination at the 
Lyceum every years but they study better 
under private tuition,.than under the go- 
yernment teachers.

In 
England, commercial studies are gone into 
in early youth; the classics and the scion- 
cea may be and no ,doubt are thoroughly 
studied ; but there is always due promi- 
nonce given to the professional side of 
edugation. The same system is followed
